water from the reservoir in 
the fall and storte it in the soli 
with a fall iirigation instead of 
leaving it in the reservoir 
where it will add to the spring 
runoff which if excessive may 
make it difficult to cdhtrol, or 
at best to use profitably. Wat¬ 
er stored in the soil in the tali 
is almost a gocVl for. 'tile next 
year’ crop as it is if left in the 
reservoir and applied to the 
land in the spring. : ' 

If the reservoir is quite full 
this fall, as is tile case in some 
legalities, it may be quite de¬ 
sirable to lower the water lev¬ 
el of the reservoir to decease 
the danger of ice damage to 
tile dam oir the headgate struct 
urie. This can be done without 
loss of water by fall irrigat¬ 
ing and thus storing some cif 
the water in the soil that ot¬ 
herwise 'would be left in the 
dam. 

Another advantage elf fall 
irrigating is that after harvest 
there is generally more time 
available to spread water than 
can be found in May or early 
June. In addition Hie fall irrig¬ 
ate ri assures the crop of hav 
ing a good Jearly moisture sup¬ 
ply which it may not have if 
the famer is too busy to irri¬ 
gate in the spring. 

Thcfee who have not adopted 
the practice iof fall irrigation 
will find that it is a most in¬ 
variably good practice to ir¬ 
rigate alfalfa and either hay 
crops at that time, and that 
frequently land to be planted in 
grain can be safely irrigated

Conservation of metals pieans 
mope for armaments and mun¬ 
itions, fo>* aeroplanes and for 
the ships at sea. Every article 
of inetal in the home, from 
pots and pans to flyswatters, 
must be made tq* last as long 
as possible. Here are some 
pointers in the use and care of 
metal cooking equipment: 

Any aluminum pots or ut¬ 
ensils can be made to last long 
er if they are washed as soon 
as possible after foed is cook¬ 
ed in them, Never use an alk- 
a.ine solution such as soda, as 
this corrodes the metal, Clean 
with a miid soap and finest ab¬ 
rasive. 

Treat enamelwar e with great 
care a s ithe surface is only too 
easily clacked or chipped. Nev¬ 
er allow to boil dry, and cool 
before washing. Do not pour 
ccid water into a hot pan. 
Soapy water boiled in the pan 
will loosen obstinate burns. 

Iron pots should be well dri¬ 
ed after washing. An iron ut¬ 
ensil used only once in a while 
ihould have a thin coat of salt 
less oil or fat put on it, then 
i put in a dry place, and wrapp¬ 
ed in paper. 

<' Stainless steel can be kept 
clean with a gritless cleaning 
powder or very fine steel wool, 
otherwise the usual washing, 
rinsing and drying. 

To keep brass and copper 
clean and in good condition, 
wash with soap and water. 
Spots may be removed if rub¬ 
bed with hot vinegar and salt 
or lemon rind and salt or butt¬ 
ermilk. 

Nickel and chromium plating 
can be kept bright by being 
wiped with a damp cloth or 
with washing in soapy water, 
rinsing and drying. 

As to tin don’t try to keep 
it shiny, or the thin coating of 
tin will be taken off. To remove 
burnt food try boiling a little 
soda and water in the tin pan, 
but don’t bail it longer than 5 
minutes. After drying stand in 
a warm p ace to be sure that 
there is no moisture left on the 
surface before putting away.

Variety Test Plots 

It has been our experience that 
when visiting experimental farms, 
farmers and others are always inter¬ 
ested in variety test plots, and in 
new or unusual crops they have never 
-een before. With this in mind we 
sent seeds of wheat, oats, barley, corn, 
soy beans, grasses, alfalfa, etc., to 
country grain buyers willing to sow 
and weed the plots. Last year these 
plots were very popular. Several 
grain buyers reported that every 
farmer in the district visited the 
plots, and some farmers paid regular 
weekly visits. 

This year we have 311 plots in the 
prairie provinces. About half of them 
include annual crops onlv, such as: 
wheat, oats, barley, soy beans, com. 
etc. The remaining plots have, in addi¬ 
tion, perennial grasses and clovers 
All include a variety of “hybrid” 
corn for comparison with standard 
varieties. 

A complete list of plots, giving the 
location (town), and elevators in 
charge, has been sent to all grain 
buyers of line elevator companies 
associated with the Agricultural 
Department of The North-West Line 
Klevators Association. 

In order to find out where the 
nearest plot is, therefore, enquire at 
the local line elevator. Schools, Junior 
Clubs and other groups are cordially 
invited to make up parties nnd visit 
these plots. Insofar as the quantity 
of nmtcrinl permits, grain buyer# 
will be glad to supply small bundles 
(when fully ripe) for display in 
aphonia and elsewhere.

RATIONAL SELECTIVE SERVICE 

REGULATIONS 

★ EFFECTIVE: SEPTEMBER 1, 1942 

★ THOSE AFFECTED 


GROUP of regulations (A) applies to all workers, male and female, and 
their employers, except any persons employed:— 

As female domestic servants in homes where there is not more than one servant 
employed; By a provincial government; As ministers, priests or clergymen; 
As professional engineers or science workers under the Wartime Bureau of 
Technical Personnel; In part-time subsidiary employment which is not a regular 
occupation; 

In agriculture, hunting, fishing, trapping; As teachers; As nurses and proba¬ 
tioners; In casual labour; 

As students at work after school or on holidays other than long summer vacation. 
The other Group (B) applies to all workers. 

★ THE REGULATIONS 

CROUP (A) 

l a Ho worker may quit his job without giving his employer seven days' notice 
in writing. 

2. No employer may lay-off or discharge any worker without seven days' 
notice in writing. 

3. No employer may interview or engage any worker unless such worker has a 
permit to seek employment. 

4 . Permits to seek employment may be obtained from National Selective 
Service officers in Selective Service offices, formerly the local offices of the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission. 

GROUP (B) 

5. A National Selective Service officer has the power: 

(a) to order any person to report for an interview at the local office; 

(b) to order any person who has been unemployed seven days to take 
any suitable work; and 

(c) to order any partially employed person to take any suitable full-time 
work. 

0. No person ordered by a National Selective Service officer to take a job may 
quit such job without permission of the officer. 

7. When a worker has to travel to a distant job, the National Selective Service 
officer may pay the cost of transportation and certain other special allow¬ 
ances. 

8. If a worker at the request of the National Selective Service officer changes 
from less to more essential work, ho may claim re-instatement in his former 
job when the more essential ’./oik is finished. 

9. Any employer, employee or other person who violates any provision of the 
regulations or any order made under them is liable to a fine not exceeding 
$500 or a jail term of not more than 12 months or both. 

Note: —Agricultural workers may take seasonal or temporary employment 
outside agriculture with the consent of Selective Service Officers when such 
work will not interfere with farm production and by taking such work they 
will not lose tlieir right to postponement of military service. 

★ EMPLOYERS 

Read the orders-in-council setting up the regulations and the 
Explanation of National Selective Service Regulations which 
can be obtained from Selective Service offices. 


★ EMPLOYEES 


Read the orders-in-council setting up the regulations and the 
Workers' Handbook which can be obtained from Selective Service 
offices or offices of trade unions.
